All but two non-human primates were housed individually during the 1999-00 reporting 
period because of aggressive behavior, need to restrict activity post-operatively, or need to 
minimize spread of infectious agents. Individually housed animals received environmental 
enhancement through food treats, access to puzzles and/or toys, interaction with caretakers, 
and the ability to see other animals of their species.

EXEMPTION DETAILS 


1 . Up to 85 mature beagle dogs are on projects studying the effects of antimicrobial 
compounds on periodontal disease progression. These studies involve the maintenance of 
a dog colony in which all dogs have various degrees of periodontal disease (no dogs seem 
in pain or distress, however, during the studies.) Various treatment are conducted on this 
animal model to effect a “cure,” hoping that similar procedures could be used to treat 
periodontal in human beings. 

Beginning many years ago (around 1989), the investigator requested exemption from 
A.W.A section 3.1 1(6) for these reasons: 

“Both animal and human research protocols involving gingivitis and periodontitis 
are studies of a microbial driven disease process. Our studies of Juvenile, middles aged, 
and geriatric patients (beagle dog colonies) are investigative studies of bacterial antigen, 
gingival attachment loss, increased soft tissue septic pocket depths, secondary bone loss, 
periodontal ligament necrosis and tooth loss. In addition, secondary systematic effects 
are triggered by an oral microbial response. 

Applying sanitizing chemicals (or 180®F water) to runs coupled with the self- 
grooming nature of dogs (licking chemicals off feet, etc.) alters this essential floor and /or 
oral microflora. Please be aware that each of these runs is extremely clean and is 
scrubbed and rinsed daily using detergent and hot water. These cleaning methods are the 
same as you would use on your household eating utensils. In summary, sanitation 
methods must be exempted from our protocols or all our models become invalid.” 

The lACUC has discussed with every protocol alternative inoculation routes, use of hot 
(100°F) water only, increased health risks to dog, literature to support this premise, and 
other questions. Following considerable deliberations over several years, despite 
changing lACUC memberships, the committee has accepted the investigator’s premise 
and has waived for this year of 2000 and for past projects the A.W.A. sanitization 
requirement. The studies continue to this date. 

2. Since 1991 small swine housed in large, partitioned polypropylene tubs in Hamed Hall, 
Arts and Sciences, have had an lACUC general approval (last approved August 15, 2000) 
to house 16 small pigs (148 over the 1999-2000 time period) in spaces per animal less 
than the 4-6 square foot per pig area specified in the ILAR Guide and in the AG Guide. 
The sheet attached shows, based on extrapolations from cat and rabbit cage sizes, how 
much space was deemed appropriate for each smaller weight category. No adverse 
effects of these smaller spaces for pair-housed young pigs have been noted over 9 years.

Enclosed per your request is a completed APHIS form 7023. Please note that the Honolulu 
Laboratory of the National Marine Fisheries Service no longer maintains captive animals for research 
purposes. In the past, our facility held several Hawaiian monk seals, but in 1998 all of our captive 
seals were transferred to other permit holders: Sea Life Park, Hawaii; Waikiki Aquarium, and Sea 
World, Inc. At present, we have no plans to hold for research purposes seals or any other animals 
covered by the Animal Welfare Act.

Roche Bioscience animal research and testing protocols are designed, insofar as is possible, to 
eliminate pain and distress. In some cases, however, the use of anesthetics, analgesics, or 
tranquilizing drugs would impair or invalidate test results. 

1 66 guinea pigs may have experienced pain or distress when they were used to evaluate 
new drugs for the treatment of allergic response in asthmatic subjects. In order to induce 
an allergic response, animals were first sensitized via intraperitoneal injection of an 
antigen and subsequently exposed to an aerosol dose of the antigen adequate to elicit an 
allergic/anaphylactic response. All animals were observed closely for severe changes in 
breathing patterns during aerosol challenge. Any animals that experienced acute 
respiratory distress were immediately taken out of the aerosol chamber and removed 
from the experiment. Administration of pain relieving drugs for this experiment was not 
considered because it may have altered the response to allergen challenge, thus 
reducing similarities between this model and human asthma. 

Forty guinea pigs may have experienced distress as a result of participating in the forced 
swim test protocol to assess the activity of anti-depressant agents in animals. The forced 
swim test is considered a standard model for evaluating anti-depressant agents. In this 
study, the animals were immersed in individual, non-escapable cylinders filled 30cm deep 
with water at 23-25'C. After the first few minutes of swimming, the animals become 
immobile, moving just enough to keep their heads above water. This period of immobility 
has been suggested to mimic a state of behavioral despair or depression and reversal of 
this immobility response can be used to test whether or not a drug has anti-depressant 
properties. The animals only spend 5 minutes in the test cylinders and are constantly 
monitored throughout. None of the 40 animals that participated in this experiment had to 
be removed from the cylinder due to a failure to float or swim. Since the intent of the 
study was to evaluate anti-depressant agents, analgesics, tranquiiizers, or sedatives 
could not be administered because they could potentially mask the response we were 
trying to elicit, making it impossible to evaluate the investigational compound being tested.

Twenty-nine dogs and 2 primates may have experienced pain or distress when they were 
used to evaluate the toxicity potential of new drugs as required by regulatory agencies 
(i.e., FDA). It was not the intent of the studies to produce pain and pain relieving drugs 
were not implemented due to interference they would cause with the study data. For 
decades, the FDA has required the use of one rodent and one non rodent species to prove 
drug safety. Recent references include the Federal Register, August 26, 1996, Vol. 61 , 
#166, pg. 43933 to 43935, and Center for Drug Evaluation and Research Guidance for 
Industry: M3 Nonclinical Safety Studies for the Conduct of Human Clinical Trials for 
Pharmaceuticals, July 1 997.

Three pigs, 1 4 dogs, and 1 0 nonhuman primates may have experienced pain or distress 
on the iACUC protocois “Urethrai Obstruction Modei in Conscious Pigs”, Urethral 
Obstruction Modei in Conscious Dogs”, and “Urethrai Obstruction Modei in Conscious 
Cynomoigus Monkeys", respectively. Chronic urinary bladder obstruction in humans is 
due primarily to an enlarged prostate. The purpose of these experimental protocols was 
to study the effects of urethral obstruction and develop drugs to prevent symptoms related 
to involuntary bladder contractions that are caused by a supersensitivity of nerves 
innervating the bladder. Because this model induces a state of hyperactivity in the 
bladder, it is also useful for evaluating drugs for the treatment of both stress and urge 
incontinence as well. In order to mimic the chronic human condition, an inflatable 
vascular occluder is surgically placed around the urethra to allow the researcher some 
control over the level of obstruction produced. Telemetry devices were surgically placed 
into the bladder to monitor bladder activities during cystometrograms. Animals were 
administered post-surgical analgesics and were closely monitored by the research and 
veterinary staff. Inflammatory responses to the intravesical cannula and the 
supersensitivity that develops as the result of urine retention and increased voiding 
pressures will result in an overactive bladder, which is the goal of the study. Various 
investigational drugs were administered to evaluate their effect on urinating patterns 
following the direct infusion of saline into the urinary bladder via a vascular access port in 
either conscious or sedated animals. Animals may have experienced discomfort and/or 
pain as a result of bladder hyperactivity, which can lead to urgency and increased 
frequency of urination. Sedation was provided to animals that demonstrated more 
pronounced straining. Animals were euthanized if severe complications arose.

Twenty-five dogs were excluded from regular exercise periods for 4-21 days following 
administration of radioactively-labeled compounds as part of a metabolism study. They 
were confined to individual metabolism cages to allow collection of excreta. The cage 
size conformed to USDA standards. During this period, they all received extra attention 
and human interaction. They were housed in a room with other dogs on the study and 
were therefore in visual, olfactory, and auditory contact.

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SUMMARY OF EXCEPTIONS TO THE 2003 USUA ANNUAL REPORT 

Bats: Bats were used on a rabies vaccine study. Seven bats were used as 

vaccine controls and therefore did not receive the protective experimental 
vaccine. These bats had to be used to confirm the virulence of the challenge 
virus and therefore had to develop clinical signs of rabies infection. Clinical 
endpoints for euthanasia were defined and bats were humanely euthanized early in 
the course of disease and death was not an endpoint . 

Ferrets: Eleven ferrets were used in Chronic Wasting Disease (CWD) pathogenesis 

studies. The animals had tp develop clinical signs of infection in order to 
determine if they were an acceptable animal model for this disease and to study 
the pathogenesis. Clinical endpoints for euthanasia were defined and ferrets 
were humanely euthanized and death was not an endpoint. 

Guinea Pigs: Seventy two guinea pigs were used in Mycobacterium vaccine and 
drug therapy studies. These guinea pigs were challenged with live 
Mycobacaterium tuberculosis and most were used as vaccine or drug therapy 
controls to confirm the virulence of the cliallenge Mycobactei iuiu. These guinea 
pigs developed clinical signs of pulmonary tuberculosis infection and could not 
be treated. However, clinical endpoints for euthanasia were defined and guinea 
pigs were humanely euthanized when they demonstrated these clinical endpoints 
and death was not used as an endpoint. 

Horses: Seven horses were used in Venezuelan Equine Encephalitis vaccine 

studies. These horses were used as vaccine controls and therefore did not 
receive the protective experimental vaccine. These horses had to be used to 
confirm the virulence of the challenge virus and therefore had to develop 
clinical signs of VEE infection. Clinical endpoints for euthanasia were defined 
and horses were humanely euthanized early in the course of disease and death was 
not an endpoint , 

Six horses were infected with chimeric viruses on a viral pathogenesis study. 

The animals had to develop clinical signs of infection in order to study the 
pathogenesis. Clinical endpoints for euthanasia were defined and horses were 
humanely euthanized early in the course of disease and death was not an 
endpoint .

Study 4 - Eight Monkeys 

This peripheral neuropathy pain model is used to evaluate test articles. The model was designed 
to assess the effects of the test article on the peripheral neuropathy produced by surgical ligation 
of the spinal nerve. The neuropathy produced affected only the ventral surface of the foot, as 
well as the back of the calf and thigh on the surgical side. The neuropathy was defined as a 
sensitivity to touch in these areas. During the course of the study, analgesics could not be 
administered as both analgesic and anti-inflammatory test compounds were being assessed 
weekly. Administration of analgesics would have affected the assessment of the compounds 
being tested and given a false positive, or suppressed the model completely.

The project would attempt to reproduce a cutaneous lesion and renal disease seen in dogs. The 
animal model would serve as a possible model of hemolytic uremic syndrome of people due to 
verocytotoxigenic E. coli. by administering a single oral dose of verocytotoxigenic E. coli 
(01 57:H7). It is unknown whether or not the disease syndrome is result of ingestion of the E. 
coli agent. 

When oral administration proved unsuccessful in creating disease, the investigator, based upon 
personal communications with colleagues, unilaterally selected to use an E. coli lysate 
administered by the intravenous route. This change was instituted based upon the 
understanding that the disease is due to the role of a toxin of E. coli. The goal of the 
investigator still remained to recreate the disease state described and administer the bacterial 
toxin in a manner that produced disease. 

The attending veterinarian became aware that dogs assigned to the project had died. In light of 
the death of the dogs and potential protocol violation, and in consultation with the Chair, 
lACUC, the attending veterinarian asked the investigator to stop any further live animal work 
on the project pending further investigation. This step was taken to prevent further risk to the 
animals assigned to the project. The investigator agreed to this request. 

A special convened meeting of the lACUC was held to discuss the project. Committee 
members were informed that this protocol was being brought before the committee due to 
reports that animal care and use activities were performed that were not reviewed or approved 
by the lACUC. It was probable these activities led to the death of four dogs assigned to the 
project. Specifically, the LACUC had approved the use of a single oral administration of 
veracytogenic E. coli. The lACUC was informed that multiple oral doses were administered, 
prior to intravenous administration of the E. coli in a much stronger lysate form than was 
approved. Also of great concern was that this treatment caused at least some of the animals to 
endure stress that was not alleviated by euthanasia as required by the investigator’s protocol. 
The lACUC voted to suspend the protocol, pending the completion of further investigation by 
the attending veterinarian. The suspension applied to all activities described in the protocol, 
except for the performance of normal husbandry and animal care activities. 
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In a subsequent meeting, upon reviewing the investigator’s explanation and a report by the attending 
veterinarian, the members of the lACUC decided by unanimous vote to permanently suspend the 
protocol. The lACUC confirmed that animals studied under cover of the protocol were subject to 
procedures that were not approved or reviewed by the lACUC. Furthermore, the consensus opinion of 
the lACUC was that the unauthorized treatment given to the animals caused them to experience 
distress that was not relieved by euthanasia or other means. 

In accordance with US DA regulations, when the LACUC suspends an activity involving animals, 
the Institutional Official, in consultation with the LACUC, is required to review the reasons for the 
suspension, take appropriate corrective action, and report that action with full explanation to the 
Animal and Plant Health Inspection Service of the USDA (APHIS-USDA) and any federal agency 
funding that activity. By a unanimous vote, the LACUC decided to forward recommendations for # 
corrective action to the Institutional Official. It was discussed that actions taken by the LACUC and 
the recommendations made by the LACUC to the Institutional Official were intended to achieve 
regulatory compliance and to provide the oversight necessary to prevent recurrence of the types of 
noncompliance that had been described. 

Subsequent to the lACUC meeting, the Institutional Official, Assistant Vice President for 
Research, Chair of the lACUC and Attending Veterinarian met to discuss the committee’s 
decision. The Institutional Official accepted the recommendations of the lACUC. A letter was 
provided to the USDA and PHS regarding the above action. The four remaining dogs assigned 
to the project were euthanized due to the concern that the animals had been orally administered 
a biohazardous organism and could serve as a potential reservoir for this agent. ' 

5. Provide scientific justification why pain and or / or distress could not be relieved. State 
methods or means used to determine that pain and / or distress relief would interfere 
with test results: 

In approving the project, the lACUC understood the study would be terminated / animals 
euthanized should symptoms of acute illness be observed. The lACUC had approved the use of 
a single oral administration of veracytogenic E. coli. The lACUC did not approve the project 
for the administration of multiple oral doses or intravenous administration of the E. coli lysate.

4. Explain the procedure producing pain and / or distress: 

Using the dog as an animal model, the project would test the replacement of the anterior leaflet of the pulmonic 
valve with an extracellular matrix scaffold composed of urinary bladder submucosa. Animals would be 
anesthetized and a thoracotomy performed. The animal would be maintained under anesthesia and placed on 
cardiopulmonary bypass. Following placement of an aortic cross clamp and delivery of cardioplegia, the 
pulmonary valve would be surgically exposed through an incision across the pulmonary artery. The anterior 
pulmonary valve leaflet would be completely excised and an extracellular matrix device sevm into its place. The 
pulmonary artery would be closed, the animal weaned off cardiopulmonary bypass, the chest wall closed and 
the animal recovered from anesthesia. 

Experienced personnel performed the procedure (the investigator for the project was a D.V.M., M.D., Ph.D. and 
human cardio-thoracic surgeons were utilized for the actual surgical procedure). Animal preparation, anesthesia 
and post-operative care was performed by a staff of registered / licensed veterinary technicians employed by the 
research department. 

It was learned that one dog died during the night subsequent to the procedure and another dog experienced post 
surgical complications. While valve replacement would be considered a fairly invasive procedure with potential 
complications that could result in death (the protocol stated that potential by pass complications included blood 
pressure, temperature and blood loss and that those parameters would be monitored), evaluation of research 
records determined that the post-operative care described on the protocol form was not complete to the extent 
that the lACUC would be able to evaluate the care planned. Review of the research records revealed that 
although the animals were apparently able to maintain a sternal position, they went 13.5 hours following a 
thoracotomy without any observation. The animal that died went from 4:30 p.m. the day of surgery to 
approximately 6:00 a.m. the following day without evaluation. This was considered to be inadequate 
postoperative care based upon standard veterinary nursing standards. 

It was further determined that monitoring for pain and relief was not timely. The protocol described the post- 
surgical use of morphine every one to two hours as needed. Based upon a review of the records, one dog 
received morphine once the day of surgery at 1 1 : 10 a.m. with no additional doses provided that day. A second 
dog was provided morphine at 3:20 p.m. the afternoon of surgery with no additional doses provided until 7:40 
a.m. the following day (16-hour dosing schedule) and the next dose was provided at 2:30 p.m. (7 hours from the 
time of the previous dose). 

Once the lACUC became aware of the issues, the investigator was contacted and voluntarily stopped activity 
associated with the project. Pending complete review of the facts, this was necessary to remove any dogs from 
potential harm and felt to be important as additional dogs were scheduled for surgery in the near future. 

Subsequent to discussion of the protocol and issues by the lACUC at a convened meeting, by a unanimous vote, the 
LACUC suspended further activity on the protocol. The suspension applied to all activities described in the protocol, 
except for the performance of normal husbandry and animad care activities necessary to maintain the well-being of 
the animals. It was clear that animals in this study required post-operative care equivalent to that provided in an 
intensive care setting. The consensus opinion of the LACUC was tiiat the lack of postoperative care provided to the 
animals caused them to experience distress that was not relieved by euthanasia or other means.

The lACUC recommended that the protocol be rewritten in its entirety and resubmitted for review by a quorum 
of lACUC. Any reconsideration for re-approval of this protocol would require written details for post-operative 
care of dogs post-thoracotomy to the extent tiiat the lACUC would have a complete understanding of the care to 
be given. Details were to include frequency of monitoring, type of monitoring including treatment of post- 
operative pain, ability to provide emergency care, etc. thus allowing for adequate evaluation by the lACUC. 

When the protocol was resubmitted, the lACUC requested additional points be clarified and as such the 
protocol remained suspended. LACUC review of the re-written protocol was underway and the lACUC was to 
meet at which time the protocol would be further discussed. Subsequent to that review, a recommendation 
would be sent to the Vice President for Research regarding the suspension. 

Prior to the lACUC’s meeting, the investigator’s association with Purdue University ended. As a result, the 
LACUC was not required to take further action regarding the status of the protocol or provide the Vice President 
for Research with additional corrective actions to be taken regarding the protocol and investigator. 

As animals remained on the protocol at the time of the investigator’s departure, the protocol was not 
immediately deactivated. Oversight of the protocol and associated animals was transferred to another Purdue 
University investigator. Two of the dogs assigned to this protocol that had undergone the described heart valve 
procedure were subsequently euthanized. Another seven dogs that were scheduled for use on the protocol were 
transferred to other approved projects within the university. The transfers were formally completed and the 
protocol subsequently deactivated. 

5. Provide scientific justification why pain and or / or distress could not be relieved. State methods or means 
used to determine that pain and / or distress relief would interfere with test results: 

In approving the project, the lACUC tmderstood the animals would be provided adequate post-operative 
monitoring, pain relief or would be euthanized if necessary. 

The investigator’s use of animals was suspended and the USDA and PHS informed of this LACUC action. 
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
